2. This is a quite surprising development in view of 
the fact that some months past (perhaps six) TSD proposed that 
AP/ORD not fund this program from external sources; instead, 

TSD would prefer a comprehensive proposal from the contractor' 
which TSD and ORD would jointly submit through channels to the 
Director for supplemental funding. It had been understood 
that ORD would be responsible for the technical management and 
supervision of the contract with TSD participation. As a
